The 
improvement comprises " wherein the soft limiting means have a 
characteristic which is substantially linear at signal levels lOdB below a 
predetermined minimum wanted signal level, moves into compression for 
higher signal levels and hard limits at substantially 10 dB above the 
desired receiver sensitivity" as recited in combination with other limitation 
as recited in Claims 1, 2 and 6, respectively.
